The Board of Directors held a special 
meeting on July 25 in the Conference 
Room adjacent to the Central Office. Be- 
cause of the large agenda of business to be 
transacted, the meeting convened at 5 :00 
p.m. and the motion to adjourn was not 
offered until after 11 :00 p.m. 


Employment of Instructor for Staff of 
Contributors : Upon the recommendation 
of the Editorial Board, the directors au- 
thorized the employment of Clem Lane, 
assistant city editor and feature writer of 
the Chicago Daily News to instruct the 
staff of contributors for THE FORTNIGHTLY 
REVIEW. It is the belief of the Editorial 
Board that with proper instruction in 
news writing the staff of contributors will 
be able to present more interesting articles 
than would otherwise be the case. 


TREASURER’S REPORT 


Report of the Treasurer: Dr. Leo W. 
Kremer, Treasurer, presented a report on 
the status of the Society’s finances includ- 
ing a brief résumé of the report of the 
auditor for the fiscal year ended on May 
31. His report was approved. 


Financial Relief Granted: Upon the 
recommendation of the Relief Commit- 
tee, the Board authorized financial as- 
sistance to a member and the widow of a 
member. In connection with the draft of 
the widow of a member, it was developed 
that the American Dental Association, 
which participates in relief grants, has a 
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rule which prevents the granting of relief 
by that body to the widow of a member 
unless application for such assistance is 
filed within ninety days of the death of 
the member. Both the Relief Committee 
and the Board of Directors feel that, on 
the basis of its information, this rule is 
unjust and ought to be modified. The 
Committee was, therefore, directed to re- 
quest appropriate modification of this 
rule by the American Dental Association. 


DOUGLAS SMITH FUND 


Douglas Smith Fund: In reviewing the 
correspondence with the Douglas Smith 
Fund, it was pointed out that the Douglas 
Smith Fund had decided to reduce its 
schedule of fees for dental service to the 
level of that in effect for the Chicago Re- 
lief Administration. The Board of Direc- 
tors, taking cognizance of this action, felt 
that such action was unfair to the dental 
profession and so notified the Fund. The 
Fund responded by stating that its facil- 
ities do not permit a fee schedule at its 
previous standards and, therefore, that 
effective August 1 it would restrict its 
dental program to diagnosis and educa- 
tion. Accordingly, the Board ordered 


that the account of the Douglas Smith 
Fund at the Continental Illinois National 
Bank and Trust Company be closed. 
Appointment of Public Relations Com- 
mission Chairman: Dr. H. R. H. Brevig, 
who has been identified with the Public

years, was appointed Chairman to suc- 
ceed Dr. F. S. Tittle. 


RESOLUTION 


Resolution Regarding Solicitation of 
Golf Prizes: The following resolution 
was presented by the Secretary : 

“For some years it has been the practice 
of the, Chicago Dental Society, its branch 
societies, alumni associations of dental 
schools and colleges, dental fraternities 
and other groups of dentists to accept 
prizes free of charge from outside agen- 
cies, notably dental supply houses and 
laboratories, for distribution at athletic 
and social events sponsored by these 
groups. It has also been the practice to 
solicit such prizes from dental supply 
houses and laboratories if not offered. In 
fact, so widespread has this become that 
one group of manufacturers and dealers 
has actually established what might be 
called a protective committee whose duty 
it is to establish a ‘prize budget’ for the 
members of that group, thus forging a 
weapon of defense against individual 
solicitation of its members by representa- 
tives of dental groups. 

“Tt is the opinion of the officers of this 
Society that the solicitation or acceptance 
of prizes as described above is undigni- 
fied, improper, wholly unnecessary and 
tends to hold the dental profession up to 
ridicule. 

“Be it Resolved, therefore, that the Chi- 
cago Dental Society, by action of its mem- 
bers in regular meeting assembled, concur 
in the views expressed in the preamble, 
and direct the proper agencies of the So- 
ciety to cease solicitation or acceptance 
directly or indirectly of prizes from any 
source outside organized dentistry for 
any events sponsored by the aforemen- 
tioned agencies, and be it further 

“Resolved, that the branch societies 
and dental groups not affiliated with or- 
ganized dentistry be informed of this ac- 
tion and that we recommend to them 
the adoption of a parallel policy, and, 
be it further 

“Resolved, that a copy of this resolu- 
tion be sent to the Editor of our official 


magazine for publication. (Signed) 
Glenn E. Cartwright, President; Willis 
]. Bray, President-Elect ; Christian David- 
son, Vice-President ; Harold W. Oppice, 
Secretary ; Leo W. Kremer, Treasurer.” 


On a motion, duly adopted, the reso- 
lution was approved and the Secretary 
directed to present it at the next open 
meeting of the Society for consideration. 
In other words, the resolution will not be 
effective until and unless adopted by the 
membership. 


ROSENWALD MUSEUM 


Rosenwald Museum: The President, 
speaking on behalf of the officers, re- 
ported conferences with officials of the 
Rosenwald Museum relating to the Mu- 
seum’s request that the Society sponsor 
a permanent dental health exhibit in the 
Museum. It was pointed out that space 
for such an exhibit was not for sale but 
that someone would have to bear the 
cost of maintenance of any exhibit space 
used by the Society. The Board thought 
the opportunity worth while and felt 
that it was prepared to consider such an 
exhibit providing suitable individual ex- 
hibits could be secured from appropriate 
sources. A special committee was then 
authorized to study the matter and a re- 
quest was made of the Rosenwald Mu- 
seum for six months’ time in which to 
develop the project. 

Proposal to Amend Code of Ethics re 
Specialists’ Listings : In THE FORTNIGHTLY 
REVIEW, issue of July 15, a detailed pro- 
posal for amendments to the Code of 
Ethics pertaining to the specialists’ list- 
ings was published. This was given con- 
sideration by the Board and approved 
with the minor amendment that the term 
“oral surgery and exodontia” be substi- 
tuted for the term “exodontia and oral 
surgery.” The Secretary was then di- 
rected to submit the matter to the Amer- 
ican Dental Association for its considera- 
tion.

DR. MICHAEL J. BUCKLEY 
1877-1941 


It is with extreme regret that the 
Society announces the death of Dr. 
Michael J. Buckley on July 31, 1941. 
The officers and members extend their 
deepest sympathies to the relatives and 
many friends. 

Dr. Buckley, a native of Chicago, was 
born in May 26, 1877. He received his 
schooling in Chicago graduating from 
the Northwestern University Dental 
School in 1908. Following his gradua- 
tion, Dr. Buckley became a member of 
the faculty at Northwestern in the 
capacity of special demonstrator in 
orthodontia and operative dentistry. He 
held this position from 1909-1914 and 
other positions in the dental school from 
then until 1925, the last five years of 
which he was assistant professor in 
orthodontia. 

Dr. Buckley joined the Chicago Dental 
Society through the West Suburban 
Branch in 1909 and was a member up to 
the time of his death. During his many 
years of membership, he served on num- 
erous committees both in the Chicago 
Dental Society and in his branch, he was 
an instructor in the Study Club for 
seven years and appeared as clinician 
and essayist on many Midwinter Meeting 
programs. In 1926, Dr. Buckley served 
as president of the West Suburban 
Branch and thereafter was a member of 
the branch board of directors for two 
years. He was active in organized den- 
tistry until an illness two years ago 
forced him to retire. Dr. Buckley was 
also a Life Member of the Illinois State 
Dental Society, a member of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association, Xi Psi Phi Fra- 
ternity and Omicron Kappa Upsilon, the 
honorary dental fraternity. 

Organized dentistry suffers a distinct 
loss in the death of one who has devoted 
so much of his time and effort in the 
interest of the dental profession. 
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DENTAL HYGIENISTS NEEDED 
BY GOVERNMENT AGENCIES 


The following information was con- 
tained in a press release received from 
William C. Hull, Executive Assistant to 
the Director of the United States Civil 
Service Commission in Washington, 
D.C. 

“The number of Dental Hygienists se- 
cured as a result of an examination an- 
nounced in January is not sufficient to 
meet the present needs of the National 
Defense program. Another examination 
has just been announced—this time on 
an ‘open continuous’ basis—for positions 
as Dental Hygienist at $1,620 a year, less 
the usual 3} per cent retirement deduc- 
tion. 

“Hygienists assist dental surgeons in 
hospitals, clinics, and relief stations. 
Cleaning and polishing of teeth, mixing 
materials, sterilizing and cleaning instru- 
ments, and similar duties may be a part 
of the work. Appointments will be made 
in the U. S. Public Health Service, the 
Veterans’ Administration, and the War 
Department. 

“To qualify, applicants must be reg- 
istered dental or oral hygienists who 
have completed a full course leading to 
graduation from a recognized school of 
oral hygiene. In addition, 2 years of 
experience are required in oral hygiene 
in public health or school work or in a 
private ethical dental office. Graduate 
dentists will be accepted for the exami- 
nation provided they have had this ex- 
perience in oral hygiene work. 

“Persons rated eligible on the exami- 
nation announced in January need not 
file applications for this new examina- 
tion as the register of eligibles established 
as a result of the old examination will be 
combined with the register resulting from 
the new. Other persons are urged to file 
their applications with the Commission’s 
Washington office immediately, although

Dr. Harold W. Oppice, Secretary, read 
a communication from Lieutenant David 
Goldenson, in charge of the local recruit- 
ing office for the Navy, asking the So- 
ciety’s cooperation in providing dental 
care for naval volunteers, otherwise 
physically fit for enlistment. Following 
receipt of this letter a conference was 
held with Lieutenant Goldenson in 
which it was learned that many volun- 
teers sent to his office for enlistment were 
found to be physically fit except for den- 
tal defects and all were practically with- 
out funds. It was found that most of the 
volunteers had gone to advertising den- 
tists to have the work done and then 


upon arrival at the Naval Training Sta- 


tion at Great Lakes it was found that the 
work must be done over again. Follow- 
ing this meeting a conference was held 
with the three deans of the dental schools 
in Chicago with a view to finding a solu- 
tion to the problem. It was the judg- 
ment of the group that it is not fair to 
ask individual dentists to render service 
without adequate compensation and that 
the only solution will be for government 
agencies to make adequate funds avail- 
able. The Board concurred in the action 
taken by the officers. 

Many other items of business were 
transacted by the Board at this meeting 
that are not of general interest and are, 
therefore, not reported. The official min- 


utes prepared by the Secretary, Dr. 
Harold W. Oppice, are on file in the 
Central Office.
